MICOVIC OF VOJVODINA TRIES TO STOP SOUTH MELBOURNE'S GEORGE 
CAMPBELL __ 
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HUNGARY JUST TOO GOOD

This match, as a contest, ended two minutes after the start when deputy striker Gabor Poloskei powerfully headed home Bela 
Bodonyi’s cross to open Hungary’s account. 


Nine minutes later, Polos- 
kei standing in for Laszlo 
Kiss, unleashed a tremen- 
dous shot that Vojvodina 
goalie Zvonko Ciric couldn't 
touch and Hungary was two- 
up and looking a million dol- 
lars compared with the 
leaden-footed Yugoslavs, 
who couldn't put two passes 
together. 

The Hungarians continued 


to dazzle for the remainder of 
the first half and it came as no 
surprise when Miksos Mod- 
van scored a third at the 28 
minute mark. 

Vojvodina saw more of the 
ball in the early part of the 
second half, with the Hunga- 
rians content to jog along in 
third gear, and only rank bad

and Branislav Novikovic kept 


their score-sheet blank, 
Then Hungary, playing 
without Tibor Nyikasi, An- 
dras Torocsik or Kiss (much 
to the crowd's disappoint- 
ment), exploded into top 
gear again, toying with the 
Vojvodina defence before 
midfielder hammered a great 
volley past Ciric. Ciric did 
well, though, and kept the 
score to reasonable propor- 
tions, 
With a score-line of 4-0 and 
Hungary well on top with 15 
> minutes to go the crowd 
started drifting homward, 
when suddenly a wild melee 
developed in front of the 
Hungarian penalty-box. Re- 
feree Stewart Mellings dived 
in to break up the pack of at 
least a dozen players, and 
when the dust had settled, 
Hungary's Imre Garaba and 


Vojvodina’s Drago Bekyalac 
were seen heading for the 
showers, whilst the linesmen 
and the supervising referee 
rounded up club officials and 
escorted them off the pitch. 

Then just as to rub salt in 
the wound, Bodonyi slid 
home Csongradi's cross to 
make it a resounding 5-0. 

Tt was a pity that an exhibi- 
tion match had to end on a 
sour note, and even more of a 
pity, for the crowd’s sake that 
it was such a one-sided boring 
affair. 

The game in no way com- 
pared with the Hungarians’ 
20 defeat of Victoria, the 
night before, or for that mat- 
ter, South Melbourne’s 0-0 
draw with Vojvodina, which 
was the best game of the 
three, with only superb goal- 
keeping by Ciric and Peter 


Laumets keeping the score- 
sheet blank. Who said that 
goalless draws are necessarily 
a bore? 

Hungary's boss, Kalman 
Meszoly, stung by criticism 
that -his.team hadn't shown 
much in Sydney, had prom- 
ised a better effort in Mel- 
bourne and got it, what a pty 
that the Vojvodina manage- 


ment hadn't managed to ex-

TACKLED BY VOJVODINA’S 


Around this time in previous seasons, all 
clubs’ main concern was how to improve their 
teams by buying Few BITES in the transfer 
market. In other words, the transfer market 
was the main. target of interest for adminis- 
trators, coaches and Soccer fans. 

This year, on the eve of the Philips League 
championship, the transfer “market” is yet to 


open; in fact it’s almost dead. 

The market is full but the demand is minimal, 
almost non-existent. 

Obviously, there must be a reason for the 
stability of the transfer market, which must be 


serious. Unless we admit that all the clubs, or 
most of them, have the players they need to meet 
the demands of the competition. 

This cannot be accepted as a fact for two 
important reasons: 

(a) The necessity to replace some aging play- 
ers, and the injuries that occur in all teams open 
Positions which must be covered by youngsters or 
from the transfer market, 

(b) In every team there are the disappointing 
players and the trouble-makers who must leave 
the club, 

There is also the coach (every new coach) who 
wants to take over under conditions which in- 
clude buying the players he thinks are 
necessary for his team. 

Of course, both of these occur. In other words, 
nearly every club has either small or big problems 
in building a reasonable team. It seems the 
problem cannot be solved by buying players but 
with youngsters to whom the opportunity is given 
to play in the big time. 

Without doubt the choice of youngsters is right 
and logical — although this didn’t happen by 
choice but through necessity. . .because the 
clubs don’t have money to buy readymade, 
ee players. 

erhaps the time has come for all club adminis- 
trators to understand that it is criminal to spend 
money they don’t possess on the unnecessary 
purchase of players. 


This is the viewpoint of Dusan 
Draskovic, coach of touring Yugoslav 
First Division club, Vojvodina. 

As with other coaches in Yugo- 
slavia’s First and Second Divisions, 
Draskovic met the requirement of 
completing a full-time two-year Soc- 
cer course, which must be served at 
university or college. 

He holds qualifications in 
economics, and in his playing career 
turned out for Radnicki Nis, Vojvodi- 
na and Spartak Subotica. 

Draskovic’s top match was to ap- 
pear in a semi-final of the European 
Cup. 

With him on the Australian tour has 
been the club’s technical director Hu- 
go Rusevlyanin, who was national 
coach in the 1962 World Cup cam- 


paign. 

Dark-haired, intense, and quick to 
reach his point, Draskovic had this to 
say on his observations of Australian 
football: 

“My only knowledge of your Soccer 
was to see Australia play at the 1974 
World Cup. | know your former coa- 
ch, Rale Rasic. 

“Firstly, on this tour I have noticed 
you have playing pitches on which 
good Soccer can be played. 

“Secondly, you have people in- 
volved who have all the necessary 
enthusiasm. 

“Thirdly, in selecting your players 
you have found very fast and creative 
men. This surprised me greatly. 

“They have high qualities of physi- 
cal endurance and are well capable of 
lasting 90 minutes. 

“They have explosive potential. 

“I do not know your coaches, but 
with the material I have seen to work 
on, you have the potential to reach 
world standards. 

“I emphasise again that the quality

AUSTRALIA'S COACHES

of your coaches is very important, but 
I believe that whatever problems you 
have can be solved.” 

Lasked him about the pojnt that his 
team could have been playing at two- 
thirds of its potential in the tourna- 
ment. 

He replied: “You have to realise 
that we have snow in Yugoslavia now 
and could only have one or two runs 
per day. 

“Tf we go somewhere such as Au- 
stralia we can get quite satisfactory 
competition. 

“It is not full competitive play, but 
it is the preferred method of phasing 
our build-up to the restart of the 
season.”” 

Haying seen four of their matches, 
my assessment is that by the time they 
met Hungary in the fifth tour game 
they had added 50 per cent to their 
earlier performances. 

Draskovic pointed to the Yugoslav 
junior nursery, in which boys play 
small-sided, informal non-competitive 
matches from 7 to 11 years. 

Next they play as “young pioneers 
11-13 and older pioneers 13-15.” 

He warmly commended the hospi- 
tality of St George and other organisa- 
tions who had looked after his party 
on the tour. 

As to the availability of Yugoslav 
Professor Andreyevich and his assis- 
tant Professor Jerkovic to come to 
Australia to help improve coaching 
methods, Draskovic believes they are 
top men and amongst the best that 
Yugoslavia could provide. 

But would officialdom approve? 

For ‘zeod measure, Hungarian 
World Cup coach Gyorgy Mesei had 
comments very close to those of 
Dusan Draskovic. 

Which leaves it up to Australia to 
make the next stage happen.

Obviously, realising this situation, the 
Leichhardt Council has decided to try and defuse 
the issue before it really explodes. 

They have called an urgent meeting this week, 
between the three parties involved — them- 
selves, APIA-Leichhardt and Balmain Rugby 
League Club. 

ey want to try and resolve the issue on a 
friendly basis, rather than have to make a firm 
decision in council, which could split the district 
in two and put them behind the eight-ball. 

If or when APIA are granted use of Leichhardt 
Oval, they immediately intend to instal a 
$100,000 modern electronic scoreboard. 

A sponsor — a multi-national company — has 
already agreed to finance this scoreboard, and 
this wonderful addition would not only be a great 
boost to Soccer, but also to Rugby League. It 
would add more prestige to the Oval itself, 

Leichhardt Oval has the best floodlight system 
in Sydney, next to the SCG. 

It has a modern grandstand, with modern 
facilities, unlike the antiquated Lambert Park, 
the present headquarters of Leichhardt. 

APIA-Leichhardt president Nick Papallo said 
this week that his club was not attempting to 
“take over” or evict the Balmain Rugby League 
club from Leichhardt Oval. 

“All we want is the permission and, indeed, 
what we believe the right, to use the ground for a 
number of our home games,” he declared. 

“Everyone knows that our present home at 
Lambert Park is antiquated and it would cost a 
fortune to update to suitable requirements. 

“To play at Leichhardt Oval, we are willing to 
re-arrange our games, to fit in with the schedule 
of Balmain. The PSL management has already 
given us the go-ahead to do this. 

“Apart from installing the electronic 
scoreboard, we have already secured advertising 
and marketing contracts, which would not only 
be of great benefit to APIA, but also, to the 
Balmain Leagues Club. 

“Together we would benefit greatly, and there 
is no reason why we should not share the ground 
and live in close harmony. 

“If this can’t be, then we are prepared to fight 
tooth and nail for what we deem our rights. 

“Our supporters are citizens and ratepayers of 
Leichhardt and it is their money that helps the 
upkeep and development of Leichhardt Oval, 

“They have as much right, to the comforts and 
use of the ground to watch Soccer, as the Rugby 
League fans have to watch Rugby League. 

“Balmain’s licence to use Leichhardt Oval is 
not an exclusive one, as has been led to believe in 
the past.” 

Leichhardt’s stand is a sensible one and a very 
important one for Soccer in Sydney. 

Not only would it mean an increase in attend- 
ances to Leichhardt’s home games, but it would 
also give Soccer a proper stadium for internation- 
al and big show games. 

No doubt, there will be some bitter infighting 
and tough talking before this matter is resolved. 

But, I’m sure that Soccer fans everywhere will 
be behind Nick Papallo and his directors, in their 
fight for equal rights for Soccer in Leichhardt . 

If justice prevails, they will win their battle !

Sitting in a private 
room at the Glenview 
Motel on the north 
shore, I waited some- 
what anxiously for the 
entrance of the Hunga- 
rian World Cup captain, 
Tibor Nyilasi, winner of 
last year’s Adidas Silver 
Boot Award in Europe 
for being the second top 
PORECOECE, having 

ocked in 38 goals. 

One might say, so what? 
Well Nyilasi is NOT a 
striker, but an attacking 
midfielder which makes his 
feat all the more creditable. 

Over the years, I have 
been fortunate to have met 
some of the world’s great 
names in Soccer, and 
without fail I have found 
them all to be characters of 
a high level. Pele, Becken- 
bauer, Alberto, Lee, Chan- 
non, Fashanu, Tassos, 
Robson, Greenwood, 
Cartwright, Charlton or 
Cramer to name a few, 
have all come across as 
well-adjusted people as 
well as leaders in their field 
of Soccer. 

The door opened and in 
walked this gangling, bow- 
legged athlete, one Tibor 
Nyilasi, the Hungarian 
1982 World Cup captain, 
recently valued at $3 mill- 
jon, and expected to be 
transfered to Barcelona im- 
mediately after the World 
Cup Finals in Spain. 
Nyilasi was born in Var- 
palota, near Budapest on 
the 18th January 1955, and 
is single. However, this is 
only a temporary situation 
as there is someone special 
waiting for him back in 
Hungary by the name of 
Judy who is eagerly waiti 
for “‘a lifetime contract”. 

For the first 15 minutes 
of the interview, the Hun- 
garian captain seemed une- 


asy answering the questions 
I put to him, but gradually 
he relaxed and later ex- 
plained that he was not par- 
ticulary fond of Pressmen 
as they tend to be arrogant 
and know yery little about 
the game! 

However, after this ini- 
tial period of caution, the 
jant man relaxed and fired 
ack his answers in staccato 
fashion but always avoidin, 
my eyes as if possessed wit! 
the shyness of an 11-year- 
‘old boy. 

Tibby plays for the Hun- 
garian first division club, 
Ferencvaros, and learnt his 
Soccer at the Hungarian 
Sports School under the 
uidance of Bujtor Sandor 

yack in 1965, 

‘When I questioned him 
about some of his favourite 
Soccer players, Nyilasi ans- 
wered: 

“T have much respect for 
Maradona, Cruyff, Bec- 
kenbauer, Pele and Florian 
Albert, They have con- 
tributed much to Soccer 
over the years.” 

I was somewhat suprised 
at the average earnings a 
player can make in Hun- 
gary. It is no wonder the 
stars are more than eager to 
leave Hungary and seek 
large pay packets on the 
European circuit. 

Tt therefore comes as no 
suprise that Nyilasi is look- 
ing forward to going soon 
to Barcelona where he will 
have the opportunity to 
earn large sums of money 
and secure himself for life. 

During the International 
Soccer Tournament in Syd- 
ney at the St George 
Stadium, the Hungarian 
team came in for some 
heavy criticism. No allo- 
wance was made for the 
drastic change in climate 
that flattened them, 

The Hungarians left their 
country with temperatures 
below zero, and lobbed in- 
to Australia where they 
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were hit with temperatures 
that completely sapped 
their energy. 

I asked Nyilasi which 
games stand out in his 
memory. 

“The 1978 World Cup 
elimination matches against 
Greece, Russia and 
Bolivia, plus the home 
= last year against 

jitzerland and Norway. I 
enjoyed the matches 
against Greece because 
they always want to play 
technical Soccer with less 
emphasis on physical con- 
tact and endurance. Both

I asked for some special 
advice for young aspiring 
Soccer players in Australia. 

“Do not get technical at 
a Joung ae.

ALL THE TIME.” 

Here are some of Nyilasi’s 
personal likes: 

Food, He finds it hard to 
eat when he is overseas, but 
so far in Australia, the food 
has been excellent at the 
Motel with chicken soups, 
strong foods loaded with 
paprika. 

His favourite car is a 
Porsche 923, but he drives a 
small Fiat.

Before the season gefs under- 
way, we contacted Mrs Elaine 
Watson, the president of the 
AWSA, on what she sees as the 
main points for clubs and as- 
sociations to expand this year.

At pre- 
sent, the only regular good coverage for 
women’s Soccer is in Australian Soccer 
Weekly, through your column. Unfortunate- 
ly, the ASW circulation is amongst Soccer 
people who are already conscious of the 
activities of the various branches within our 
code. What is needed, is publicity to reach a 
wider cross-section of readers. 

ASW: You have some definite ideas 
on this? 

Mrs Watson: It is so offen the case in 
newspapers generally, that women’s sports 
core lumped together and handled by a 
volunieer from the ranks of sportswomen. 
Whot | fell should be done is fo bombard 
your local newspaper with information and 
requests for more space. We should press for 
@ professional journalist to match the efforts 
and professionalism we are now putting into 
‘our code. 

ASW: Would | be right in saying that 
if there was a greater amount of public- 
ity, the huge task of obtaining sponsor- 
ship would be easier for you? 

Mrs Watson: Of course. | think that the 
natural progression from publicity is spon- 
sorship, our approach has fo be just that 
little more professional. | have thought ab- 
out this for some time and it really boils 
down fo three things; be systematic, persis- 
fent and well prepared. List your prospects 
(preferably those oriented fo feminine pur- 
suits) and make an approach on a personal 
basis armed with the material fo support 
your proposal.

In a move which went 
against the constitution of 
the Queensland Soccer 
Federation, the two clubs 
will be now permitted to 
field teams in the Statewide 
competition — at the ex- 
pense of last year’s top 
three sides, Mt Gravatt, 
Eastern Suburbs and 
Grange Thistle. 

The three clubs, who 
withdrew from the League 
late last year allegedly for 
financial reasons, were 
advocating a South 
Queensland league or a 
return to the Brisbane first 
division, 

But the three have been 
left in the wilderness fol- 
lowing the restructuring. In 
a move which had over- 
tones of revenge by the 
QSF for the trouble the 
three “rebels” has caused, 
the trio have been banished 
to the non-competitive 
South-East Queensland 


gue. 

While the QSF would 
like to think the issue is 
finished, last Tuesday's 
Meeting only served to add 
fuel to the fire, and 
Gravatt, Easts and Thistles 
are planning appeals and, 
in one case, even legal 
action, 

It is ludicrous for the 
teams which finished one, 
two and three in last year’s 
table not to be in this year’s 
competition, but the situa- 
tion had reached a stale- 
mate and time was running 
out before the start of fix- 
tures. 

PSL coaches, Nereo Saf- 
tich and Joe Gilroy, are 
delighted by the announce- 
ment as their reserve play- 
ers now will get regular 
games in a reasonably 
strong division, 

In past years, City and 
Lions played in the SEQL, 
and the standard (the other 
teams are State League re- 
serve sides) is reflected in 
that Lions have not been 
beaten in a fixture for two 
years and won the grand 
final against City last sea- 
son 4-0, 

It also means many of the 

layers Lions had transfer- 
isted (as they attempted to 
trim their squad because of 
the one substitute rule) will 
Lik at the club. 
layers like midfielders 
Jim MacLean and Mark 
McNaughton and goal- 
keeper Tony Scanlan would 
have gone to State League 
clubs anyway and as they 
are still happy at Lions, 
there now seems no reason 
to move. 

The big losers in the 
State League re-structuring 
have been the players at the 
three banished clubs. 

The three clubs could 
boast 70 per cent of the best 
non-PSL players in the 
State, but now it appears

they must either leave the 
club or face a season of sub- 
standard opposition and 
double-figure scorelines. 


The State League con- 
troversy goes back to late 
December last year. For 
many months the Brisbane 
clubs had been facing finan- 
cial stress as the costs of 
being in the competition, 
which emcompassed teams 
from Mareeba and the 
Gold Coast, continued to 
rise. 

The clubs’ biggest bone 
of contention was that, as 
all teams in the competition 

id the same entrance fee 
fabout $15,000), city clubs 
were subsidising the travel 
of country sides. Brisbane 
clubs only went north four 
times a season, while 
Townsville and Mareeba 
travelled south eight times. 

The QSF’s original solu- 
tion was to kick Mareeba 
and Brisbane club Wynnum 
out of the competition and 
adjust the entrance fee so 
the country paid fractional- 
ly more. 


The Brisbane clubs 
joined on November 30 
under those circumstances 
and the QSF announced 
the 10 State League teams 
would be Townsville, Cap- 
ticornia (Rockhampton), 
Across The Waves 
(Bundaber) Ipswich Uni- 
ted, Gravatt, Eastern 
Suburbs, Grange Thistle, 
Irident Valley, Olympic, 
and Twin Towns (Gold 
Coast). 

Then on December 8, Mt 
Gravatt, Easts and Thistles 
withdrew, QSF president 
Ald Ian Brusasco stated the 
teams would go into the 
first division and the State 
League would go ahead as 
an eight team competition 
— as Nambour Reds, 
whose application was 
previously refused, would 
now be accepted. 

Nothing happened until 
the new year — then, Twin 
Towns released a statement 
saying it would not be 
financially viable for them 
to go into a competition 
that had lost its three big- 
gest attractions. 

Although not as vocal, 
their sentiments where 
echoed by the other Bris- 
bane clubs, The competi- 
tion looked in danger of 
collapsing. A round table 
meeting of all involved was 
held as a solution was 
needed urgently. 

The suggestions that 
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Greg Russell 


came out of the meeting 
were that each club pay its 


‘own travel costs and teams 
play several away games on 
the weekend. 


Under those circumst- 
ances it aj the three 
clubs would come back into 
the fold but few were pre- 
pared for the shocks at the 
Council of Clubs meeting 
two weeks later. 


Obviously there had 


been lobbying among clubs 
from all quarters and the 
QSF openly admitted it was 
having private meeting with 
“some” clubs prior to the 


Council meeting. 
At the Council meeting, 


using the same method as 
was used to break the semi- 
final replay deadlock last 
year — taking a resolution 


from the floor that there 
were extenuating circumst- 


ances and the constitution 
should be breached to rea- 
ch a solution — the PSL 


clubs were admitted to the 
League. 


The 10 State League 
clubs were voted as: Town- 
sville, Capricornia, Waves, 
Nambour Reds, Ipswich, 


Trident, Olympic, City, 
Lions, and Twin Town (if 


they wanted to come back, 


If not the ASF had a 
Brisbane first division club 
which would more than 
likely Wynnum), 

A move was then made 
to get the three “rebels” 


into the first division but 
that was defeated by clubs 
who obviously did not want 
to be beaten in their fix- 


tures,
